Christmas Seal 
Sale Boosts War 
On While Plague 


That the people of California 
are alert to the dangers of tu­ 
berculosis and w ant it controlled 
as speedily as possibly is evi­ 
denced by their record-breaking 
purchase of Christmas Seals, Dr. 
W illiam P. Shepard, Palo Alto, 
president of the California Tuber­ 
culosis Association, told 70 mem­ 
bers and guests at the Riverside 
County Tuberculosis Association, 
at their annual m eeting in 
the 
W oman’s Club, R iverside, Mon­ 
day. 
Mrs. 
Madge 
H olderm an, 
Village H ealth Nurse, planned to 
attend bu t was unable to. 
Affiliated local tuberculosis as­ 
sociations in the state accept the 
more than $1,000,000 fund creat­ 
ed by 1943 Seal purchasers as a 
m andate of the people to press 
the fight against tuberculosis with 
increasing vigor, according to Dr. 
Shepard. 
CONFIDENCE JUSTIFIED 


“The confidence of th e public 
in their tuberculosis associations 
has been justified,” Dr. Shepard 
asserted. “A fter two years of war 
there has been no increase in the 
tuberculosis death rate an d con­ 
trol m achinery, rather th an break­ 
ing down, has become stronger. 
“W hether we can hold those 
lines in 1944, however, is anoth­ 
er question. We may b e facing 
the delayed effect of long hours 
in w ar w ork, im proper nourish­ 
m ent and insufficient rest. 
We 
know th at the lure of w a r indus­ 
try w ages and patriotic motives 
are draw ing patients from sana­ 
toria who are not physically ready 
for work and we have no control 
over non-residents 
w ith active 
tuberculosis who come to Cali­ 
fornia to take jobs in o u r ship­ 
yards and factories, b u t w ho are 
dangerous spreaders of infection.” 


VILLAGE ASSISTS

Museum Notes 


By T. D. A. Cockerell 


DESERT HOLLY 


The so-called D esert Holly, or 
Hollyscale, is n o t related to the 
tru e holly, bu t belongs to the 
genus Atriplex, th e Saltbushes or 
scalebushes, of w hich there are 
m any species in different parts 
of the earth, especially in alka­ 
line regions. O ne kind, the A us­ 
tralian 
Saltbush, 
appeared 
in 
California some years ago, and 
caused some excitem ent among 
botanists, being taken for a new 
species, 
supposedly 
native. 
It 
spread widely, even to the isl­ 
ands off the coast; I found it on 
S anta C atalina an d San Nicholas. 
A European species, known as 
orach, is a garden vegetable, used 
like spinach. The Wingscale, A tri­ 
plex canescens, is very abundant 
in the drier regions of the west, 
and is valuable for grazing. Ja e ­ 
ger says th at th e Zuni Indians 
ground the roots and blossoms, 
moistened them w ith saliva, and 
used the m ix tu re to cure an t 
bites; when this powder was not 
at 
hand 
they 
applied 
bruised 
fresh blossoms. During the flow ­ 
ering period th e pollen causes 
hay-fever. 
The D esert Holly, A triplex hy- 
m enelytra, is rem arkable for its 
silvery-w hite holly-like leaves. It 
begins to flow er as early as Feb­ 
ruary, as may be seen in speci­ 
m ens now exhibited in the Mu­ 
seum. It is a shrub adapted to 
desert conditions, and occurs in 
Southern 
California, 
Southern 
Nevada, Southw est Utah, W est­ 
ern Arizona (w here it was orig­ 
inally 
described), 
Sonora 
and 
Low er California. Owing to its 
beauty, and th e fact th at it re ­ 
tains its appearance indefinitely 
w hen dry, for instance made up 
into wreaths, it is in great de­ 
m and, and is sold all over the 
U nited States. I t deserves to be 
protected, as it could in time be 
extrem inated by commercial col­ 
lectors, though Mrs. W illard, w ho 
presented som e very fine speci­ 
m ens to the M useum, says th at it 
occurs in enorm ous abundance 
over large areas, it never did live 
in the vicinity of Palm Springs, 
th e 
soil apparently 
not being 
suited to it. 
Jaeger says it was dicovered 
by A rthur Schott of the M exi­ 
can Boundary Survey, but Mc­ 
M inn says it w as described from 
a specimen collected in Arizona 
by Fremont. M any of our w estern 
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plants are connected w ith the 
name of John C. Frem ont, who 
was keenly interested in botany 
as well as exploration and poli­ 
tics. 
He 
collected 
v ery many 
plants, but unfortunately suffer­ 
ed severe losses, first owing to 
the fall of a mule, laden w ith 
bales 
of 
plants, 
into 
a 
deep 


chasm, and then by the great 
flood of the K ansas River. B ut in 
spite of these m isfortunes, enough 
plants were brought hom e to give 
Frem ont a high place in th e an­ 
nals of w estern botany. 
The desert oak also has holly­ 
like leaves, a sim ilar adaptation 
to the dry clim ate.

Mr. Nich­ 
ols spoke from the County 
Planning commission viewpoint, 
being chairman of the commission 
and Mr. Hicks brought up the 
question of whether the projects 
were to be privately sponsored 
or public works. While the ma­ 
jority favored private projects, a 
mixture of both was the con­ 
census. 
TO MEET WEDNESDAY 
It was decided to meet again 
n e x t Wednesday evening at 
Banning and Mr. Clark was 
placed in charge of arrangements. 
Mr. Harper will contact the cham­ 
bers of commerce which had not 
yet selected their representatives 
to the committee to have a full 
representation present at next 
Wednesday night’s meeting. 
It was felt after the meeting 
that much progress had been 
made and that steps toward intel­ 
ligent postwar planning were 
well on their way.

A fter signing the UNRRA pact 
at the White House, the 44 nations 
went to Atlantic City to work out 
details. The United States was al­ 
ready committed. The organiza 
tion was completed; the details 
worked out. Members of the 
House and Senate Committees on 
Foreign Affairs were, I under­ 
stand, invited to certain of the 
general meetings. That was Con­ 
gress’ first official knowledge of 
UNRRA. 
Following Atlantic City, for 8 
days between1 December 7th and 
January 11th, the House commit­ 
tee held hearings. Were these 
full hearings? No. This was an 
agreement written by those who 
wanted UNRRA, in the State De­ 
partment. Only the State Depart­ 
ment was heard. Information was 
asked for by members of the 
Committee, from the War Depart­ 
ment and other agencies. This 
was obstructed. Reports on the 
hearings show that the chairman 
and the ranking minority member 
both attempted to push the bill 
through with the fewest ques­ 
tions and that attempts to get de­ 
tailed information were made dif­ 
ficult and treated with sarcasm. 
W ith this background the bill 
to put the United States into the 
greatest relief agency ever con­ 
ceived in the history of the world 
came to the floor on January 12. 
W hy not use existing agencies? 
We create a new world agency 
here; train new personnel. The 
Red Cross for years has been 
equipped to handle this sort of re­ 
lief. An amendment to place the 


i distribution in the hands of the 
Red Cross was defeated. The pact 
will prevent other agencies, in­ 
cluding the Red Cross and relig­ 
ious organizations, from relief 
work without UNRRA approval. 
Why was an amendment to pre­ 
vent UNRRA from carrying on 
educational and religious activi­ 
ties voted down with heavy ad­ 
ministration pressure? This is a 
relief agency; not a propaganda 
agency. 
Why was an amendment to 
place the spending of the money 
under the supervision of the De­ 
partment of State refused with 
the same opposition? That is a 
Constitutional department. It now 
administers similarly some 26 
items including Lend-Lease. Why 
must we always create new 
agencies? Who \yill s u p e r v i s e 
UNRRA? This question was never 
answered. Perhaps FEA, which 
once was BEW and still earlier 
was 
OEW; 
perhaps a 
new 
agency. 
How much for relief and how 
much for rehabilitation? Are we 
to rebuild the other nations phys­ 
ically? No reply. We spent BIL­ 
LIONS after the last war to “re­ 
habilitation.” We got a lot of un­ 
paid notes and the hatred of some 
of the nations. We then spent a 
few MILLIONS for relief and for 
considered help, and we got last­ 
ing friendship. Which is it to be? 
No details available.

Let's Hear The Other Side 
Many stories about juvenile delinquency have 
appeared in the public press recently. The problem 
has become a favorite topic for editors of maga­ 
zines and feature pages. High school students 
running away from home, hanging around bright- 
light areas, spending money in a light-hearted 
“easy-come easy-go” manner — it all makes for 
colorful reading. But does it tell the whole story 
of the impact of war on young people? We don’t 
believe so, says the U. S. Treasury Department. 
The Education Section receives reports from all 
types of high schools, ranging from large metro­ 
politan schools with enrollments of several thous­ 
and to rural schools with barely 100 students. The 
reports tell of student efforts to work, save and 
conserve so the Victory may come sooner. Young 
people are assuming man-sized jobs and responsi­ 
bilities as their share of the war load. We feel that 
such news, emphasizing the constructive tasks 
performed by teen-age people, deserves wider cir­ 
culation than it is getting, a release from the 
Treasury Department states. 
While the Fourth War Loan Drive is on, students 
will double their efforts to buy and sell War Bonds 
and Stamps. This is one field of war service where 
students have made an outstanding contribution 
to the progress of the war.

1944. The voting place for this 
election and all others is our 
Town Hall. C. M. G epfert is our 
precinct inspector and has full 
charge of the local election board 
and the conduct of the election 
in this precinct. All citizens elig­ 
ible to vote who have not regis­ 
tered and who 
w ill have been 
in California one year, in the 
county of Riverside 90 days and 
in our C athedral C ity precinct 40 
days prior to May 16, 1944, when 
the consolidated prim ary election 
will be held, m ust register not 
later than A pril 6. If you would 
be eligible by the Nov. 7 election 
then you would have until Sept. 
28 to register for th at election. If 
you will not be here on election 
day you may secure an absentee 
ballot. It m ight be a good idea to 
clip this out as it is the latest 
official word. 
Now getting back to the W ater 
D istrict election. W hat do we 
know about it? Not a darn thing, 
and unless there is some sort of 
a contest down the valley we 
w on’t know anything about it. 
O ur comm unity m erely contrib­ 
utes some $800 per year in taxes 
th a t are hidden in the county tax 
bill and as far as we are con­ 
cerned we get nothing for it. No 
one or no group here can go be­ 
yond their ow n property line and 
tu rn flood w ater w ithout being 
liable for dam ages and brother, 
don’t think you w ould ever get by 
w ithout the suit or suits. If we 
ask the Valley authorities for this 
protection we m ust pay for it in 
cash and right now not in a bond 
issue and th at has nothing to do 
w ith your taxes 
which go to 
m aintaining channels and levees, 
etc., mostly down the V alley. I 
am one of those who believe we 
should be out of the D istrict and 
depend on the proposed w ork of 
the W ar D epartm ent and then 
our own m aintenance cost. 
A little better than tw o dozen 
turned out to the cham ber of 
comm erce m eeting Monday night 
and heard Francis F. Crocker 
talk on post w ar activities that 
all 
com m unities should 
under­ 
take and w hat ours could do. 
Mr. Crocker w as not th e only

Supervisors Approve 
Post-War Highway 
Paintings of Noted 
Artist On Exhibit 
Program for County For Next I Weeks 


Thirty-six post-war highw ay 
projects w ere approved by the 
board of supervisors at their 
meeting, January 17. Im prove­ 
ments include county roads and 
bridges 
and 
extending 
from 
Riverside to Blythe, a distance 
of nearly 200 miles. The list 
was subm itted to the super­ 
visors by County Surveyor A. 
C. Fulm or. 


The estim ated cost of the 36 
projects is $2,250,400. They w ill 
total 165 miles in length. The 
estim ated cost of the necessary 
surveys, plans and specifications 
is $37,876.56 of which the state 
has allocated to the county the 
sum of $23,426.56. 
Among projects for this area 
are:
